S. Cowles prevented the latter when 
the vessel was within 250 yards of the 
beach by giving orders that the ship’s 
course be changed. 
Chief Gunner's 
Maro Monson saved the ship and the 
lives of over 600 men by jumping into 
the op*»n m agazine and closing the 
door behind him. 
It is stated, though 
not by officers of the Missouri, that 
whon the officers heard th«* explosion 
In the turret and saw the fire leaping 
through the top. they realized the hot 
magazine would 
next explode, and 
headed the ship for the br-ach, Intend­ 
ing to bt*ach her if possible before the 
explosion, 
c aptain 
Cowles quickly 
stopped the plan and put the ship back 
to sea. 
When the first explosion oc­ 
curred in the turret the men in the 
handling room knew in an instant 
what had occurred. 
The big m aga­ 
zine door 
was 
open 
and 
standing 
against it were four charges of pow­ 
der. 
W ithout a m oment’s hesitation 
G unner’s Mate Monson shoved these 
aside and jumped into the magazine, 
pulling the door closed after him. The 
magazine was quickly flooded with 
w ater, and when the men opened the 
door they found Monson barely alive, 
w ater having reached his neck. 
The dam age to the battleship is 
i much greater than was at first stated. 
In addition to the large am ount of am* 
1 m unition ruined by the magazine be­ 
ing flooded, which will amount to thou­ 
sands of dollars, the tu rret Is also bad­ 
ly damaged, the top being burned and 
warped and all brass-work melted in­ 
side.
